Washington, April 23.—There were 
two farther un porta ut steps in Wash­ 
ington towards actual hostilities, uot to 
mention the oTert act involved in the 
seizure of the Spa mali vtnsel, Boeua 
Ventura, off Key West. 
The first was 
the Issue by the president of his procla­ 
mation announcing to the world a block­ 
ade of a number of Caban port", and 
the second was the signing by him of 
the bill providing for the utilization of 
volunteer fores©* in war. 
Thou, in ad­ 
dition, there was a notable retirement 
from the navy department in the ease 
of Captain Royal B. Bradford, chief of 
the equipment division. 
Captain Brad­ 
ford is not only an officer of high scien­ 
tific attainment, bat is equipped as well 
Ui gbeat practical experience in naval 
matters. 
Although he has not held his 
present office long, and by custom is en­ 
titled to nearly three y»-ars of farther 
service here. be has become so impa­ 
tient to join in active service that he 
yesterday addressed the following letter 
to the president: 
I respectfully tender my resignation as 
chief of the bureau of <"iuipment of the 
navy department, 
It has been a gnat 
pleasure to SWY© during your administra­ 
tion in my {Hulling en|metty and I beg to 
express my thanks for the honor con­ 
ferral upon me by your appointment to 
such a responsible office. 
This re*'gnra­ 
tion is tendered only that I may a-k for 
active service afloat 
Captain Bradford addressed a similar 
letter to Secretary Long with the ad­ 
dition of a raqarsl to have a command 
of an active warship. 
The resignation 
w ill be accepted aud by virtue of his 
rank, as well as to ai irk the high re­ 
gard entertained for him 
by the ad­ 
ministration, Captain Bradford will be 
given ane of the best of the available 
ships in the navy.

He declared transports load­ 
ed with coal would be taken along, so 
that, after the run across the ocean, 
the vessels could be coaled one rn- two 
days out of New York.

STRANGE STONES. 


W ork m en I n earth W hat A re P ronounced 
to lie F in e A erolite*. 
Toledo, O., April 23 —While a force 
of workmen were excavating for a sew­ 
er they came across three peculiarly 
marked stones, one of which weighed 
25 pounds, another 500 pounds, and the 
third about 1,500 to 2,000 pounds. After 
carefully examining them it was found 
they were not stone, bat a species of 
metal resembling bronze in character.

Then, in ad­ 
dition, there was a notable retirement 
from the aa vt department in the ease 
of Captain Royal B. Bradford, chief of 
the equipment division. Captain Brad­ 
ford is not (Wily an officer of high scien­ 
tific attainment, but is equipped as well 
In great practical experience in naval 
mal ten. 
Although he has not held his 
present office long, and by custom is en­ 
titled to nearly three years of farther 
service here. to has become so impa­ 
tient to Join In active service that he 
yesterday addressed the following letter 
to the president; 
I respectfully tender my resignation as 
chief of tto bureau of equipment of the 
navy department. It ha* been a griot 
ploaeure to serve during your administra­ 
tion ie my pending capacity and I beg to 
express my thank* fur tto honor con­ 
ferred upon mc by your appointment to 
such a responsible office. This r -s’gn.v 
lion is tender,-d only that I may ask for 
active service 
Captain Bradford aildressed a similar 
letter to Secretary Long with the ad­ 
dn iou of a request to have a * <>mtuand 
of an active warship. 
The resignation
